The 
man, therefore, who enters unon the 
life of a farmer shcndd pnrttte the same 
course exactly that the man who enters 
the law or the med'cal profession pur- 
sues, viz., he should determine in tlie 
out'-at to devote his life and talent^ 
and his entire time to the bus. ness of 
farminp^.
